TROPICAL STORM "ROLLY" IS NOW OUTSIDE THE PHILIPPINE AREA OF RESPONSIBILITY (PAR). 

Track and intensity outlook: 

• "ROLLY" left the Philippine Area of Responsibility (PAR) at 8:00 PM today. It is forecast to move westward or west-southwestward 
over the West Philippine Sea towards the southern portion of Vietnam. There is an increasing likelihood that "ROLLY" will weaken 
into a tropical depression prior to its landfall over southern Vietnam due to unfavorable conditions. 

Hazards affecting coastal waters: 

• The combined effects of "ROLLY", "SIONY", and the enhanced northeasterlies will bring rough to very rough seas (2.8 to 5.0 m) over 
the entire seaboards of Northern Luzon and the seaboards of Kalayaan Islands. Sea travel is risky over these waters, especially for 
those using small seacrafts. 

• Moderate to rough seas (1.5 to 2.5 m) will be experienced over the eastern and western seaboards of Central and Southern Luzon 
and the eastern seaboards of Visayas and Mindanao. Mariners of small seacrafts are advised to take precautionary measures when 
venturing out to sea. Inexperienced mariners should avoid navigating in these conditions.
